Requests for Linguistic Aid Not Within FDD's Authorization 


le FDPD is receiving requests for reverse translations i.e., 
English into various foreign languages, on an increasing scale. 
Many of these are not for intelligence purposes but are necessary 
for combat operations. The work is deemed necessary and search by - 
the requestors reveals "no other place in government capable of 
performing it". We have accepted some of these requests where such 
work could be performed without impairment of our normal functions, 
but the increasing volume of requests now indicates that we must 
either (a) refuse further work of 'this type, (b) recruit additional 
personnel for the purpose or (c) curtail some of our normal functions.
